Weakness Of The Pen-holder Grip Exposed. 
Why The Japanese 
Table Tennis Stars 
Are Slipping ~ 


CHALLENGE FROM’ THE EAST. 
WILL COME FROM HONGKONG’ 


By A - Correspondent 


Nine months ago, the: table tennis world was,stunned, At thé Bom- 
bay Championships Japan, who had not shown their colours for 16 years, 
walked off with the majority of the trophies. : 

And more startling than the fact of their success was the manner in which’ 
they gained'it.’ For their players all used the ‘pen-holder’ grip, which had not been 
seen In the top grade game for 20 years. - 


Thelr success caused much 
discussion. For table tennis is 
probably the most universal of 
all games, There is hardly a 
country where it is not played. 
And with the exception of Japan 

. all the other — countries had 
Sollowed the lead of Europe and 
adoptéd the Western grip. 

But the Bombay Champion- 
ships enused doubts. “Was the 

’ Western grip best, or was the 
discarded pen-holder style more 
effective after all?” : 

TWO WHO HAD FAITH 

Two men who had faith in the 
Western grip were former World 
Champions Johnny Leach and 
Richard Bergmann. And to 
prove their faith they went to 
Japan with the blessing of the 
English Table Tennis Aasociation 
to play official “Test Matches,” 
in addition 
games, 

They won the 
Japan undefeated as a team. 
Not even World Champlon 
Satoh, with his special sponge 
bat, or Fujil, who in Japan fs 
rated better than Satoh, could 
‘prevent their, triumphant pro- 
uress, 

Does this prove the superiority 
of the Western grip? Or does it 
merely indicate the superiority 
of Leach and Bergmann? 

According to Victor 
himself a former World 
Champion, ond one of the 
greatest players the game has 
ever seen, it is the grip which 
has been proved. And he {a not 
belittling the prowess of the 
two. Britons. ; 

Writing in the current issue of 
World Sports, he says; “‘Personal- 
ly T never believed that the top 
Japanese players, with — thetr 
unorthodox style, were better 
than ours. Thelr Bombay 
success was duc mainly to the 
element of surprise, and to the 
tactical crrors of the European 
aces, who played too much: on 

’ the defensive and allowed them- 
sclves to be overawed -by the 
hard-hitting of the Japs.” . 

NO UNDERESTIMATE 
But Barna docs not under- 
- esthmate the Japanese, He says: 
- “It would be unjust to say: that 
their success was not deserved. 
~~ On-the contrary! Furthermore, it 
. has done a lot of good to the 
. Kame, by — illustrating and 
emphasising the axiom. that de- 
fence alone will not win World 
Champlonships. Anyone who 
sets out to win a world title 
must be an all-out player.” 

Barna thinks that the East will 
still provide some. of the toughest 
opposition -at the next World 

* Championships, to be held™in 
Bucharest, | Rumania, next 
March. But It will come, Barna 
says, not from Japan, but from 
Hongkong. 

The Japanese visit -of Leach 

and Bergmann wns part of a 
_ four months’ world-wide — tour
